The Etudes for Trumpet consists of two series of study — as 
material for trumpet: the Orchestra Etudes and the Last 
Etudes. Among students of the instrument, both of these 
series have met with the most enthusiastic acclaim. There 
are few instrumental studies which have excited such 
general enthusiasm and proved so useful in the deve- 
_lopment of trumpet technique. 


The. Orchestra Etudes reveal the most penetrating insight by 

the composer into the problems of orchestral technique for 

the trumpet player. Brandt takes excerpts from the trumpet 
parts of well-known orchestral scores and develops them - si 
skillfully into study material. Among the excerpts to be ae 
found are the trumpet parts from Beethoven's Leonore 
Overture, Wagner’s Wedding March from Lohengrin, 
Tchaikovsky's Pathetique, and the Cappriccio Italien, 
Rimsky-Korsakoff’s Scheherazade, and other much-per- 
formed orchestral compositions. 


The Last Etudes are composed largely of modulating — a ; ae 
scales. Careful study by the trumpet player will give him 
unusual mastery of the technique of transposition. 

Both series of etudes are for the advanced student, and 


offer invaluable material for the study of phrasing, and 
_ for warm-up drills.
